Group I, claim(s) 2-6, 20 and 29, drawn to an optical path length adjuster having a 
plurality of first optical elements and second optical elements with particular spacing details. 

Group II, claim(s) 7, 16-19, 30-33 and 36, drawn to an optical path length adjuster 
having a plurality of first optical elements and second optical elements with particular layered 
stack details. 

Group III, claim(s) 8-10 and 24-26, drawn to an optical path length adjuster having a 
plurality of first optical elements and second optical elements with particular first optical element 
details. 

Group IV, claim(s) 11-15, 27 and 28, drawn to an optical path length adjuster having a 
plurality of first optical elements and second optical elements with particular second optical 
element details. 

Group V, claim(s) 21, 34 and 35, drawn to an optical path length adjuster having a 
plurality of first optical elements and second optical elements with an additional optical path 
length adjuster. 

Group VI, claim(s) 22, drawn to an optical path length adjuster having a plurality of first 
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optical elements and second optical elements and an display panel.

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-VI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: it appears any special technical feature of the above 
mentioned inventions relate to the separate features of the particular invention. For each of 
Groups I-VI above, each of the listed groups has special technical features not required for the 
other listed groups. The special technical features exclusive to each group are listed above in the 
listing of the groups. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
